The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest the recitations of 

the specific features of the method of claim 35, including especially the following: 
The primary reason for the allowance of independent claim 35, is the inclusion of the 
controllably inputting matter into the volume through the at least one input connector and 
controllably exhausting matter from the volume through the at least one exhaust connector, 
and controlling the flow and pressure of fluids directed into and out of the isolating means to 
in turn, provide a localized hyperbaric treatment of an affected area, claimed in combination 
with the dressing assembly, base member, cover member, and hermetic sealing with a conduit.
